and are poſted at Weſiminſter before nine. 
The Place of the Parade of the Firſt Troop, is uſually the 
Piazza of Covent-Garden, from whence they march thro' Ring- 
Street into the New Palace-Yard, where they are drawn up three 


deep, ranging from the great North Door of Meſtminſter- Hall, 


croſs the ſaid Palace-Yard. We ſhall particularize the uſual Ha- 
bits and ſplendid Appearance of this Troop, omitting thole of 
the others, they being in a manner the ſame, except as to the diſ- 
tinguiſhing Colour ot each Troop; that of the Firſt T roop being 
Blue, that of the Second Green, and that of the Third Tellow: 


The Officers of the Firſt Troop are richly habited, either in Coats 


of Crimſon Velvet, embroidered with Gold and Silver, or of fine 
Scarlet Cloth, embroidered or laced with Gold or Silver, or both 
intermixed. "| 7 

They wear Scarfs about their Waſtes, either of Gold or Silver 
Network, or Crimſon Taffata, richly fringed with Gold or Silver 
on the Edges. and with a deep Fringe of the ſame at the Ends. 

Their Cloaks are alſo of fine Scarlet Cloth, embroidered on 


the Capes and down before with Gold or Silver, or both inter- 
mixed. 


In their Hats they wear Tours of White Feathers : Their 


Houſſes and Holſter-Caps, being of Crimſon Velvet, are richly 


embroidered and emboſled with Gold and Silver: And the Manes, 


Cruppers and Tails of their Horſes are garniſhed with large 
Knots of broad Blue Taftata Ribband. 

The Gentlemen of this Troop - (200 in Number) are uſually 
all new cloathed in Coats and Cloaks of Scarlet Cloth, lined wich 
Blue Shaloon : The Facings of their Sleeves, of the ſame Stuff, 
are laced about with a figured Galoon of Silver (edged with 
Gold) two Inches broad: Their Buttons are of Silver Plate: 
They are accuſtomed to have each of them a good Buff Coat, 
and a large Pair of Gantlet Gloves of the ſame : And in their 
Hats (which are Black, and turned up on one Side, and edged 
about with a broad Silver Lace) they wear large Blue Knots of 
broad Taffata Ribband; which Blue being the diſtinguiſhing Co- 
Jour of their Troop from the others, the Heads of their Horſes 
are adorned with Knots of the like Ribband.

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The Cornet of Crimſon Damask doubled, being two Foot ſix

The Guydon is alſo of Crimſon Damask, made up and em- 
| broidered in all reſpects as the Cornet, from which it differs only 
in Form, having a forked Tail, to the Points whereof from t 
Staff it is about a Yard and three Inches flying. * 
The Officers of the Firſt Troop of his Majeſty's Horſe - Grena- 
diers (60 in Number) are alſo richly habited and equipp'd, and 
-uſually parade with the Firſt Troop of Horſe-Guards, unleſs they 
are commanded to do Duty on foot, together with the other two 
Troops of Grenadiers, in which Caſe. they are all three drawn up 
in St. Fames's-Park, near the Horſe-Guard, and led thro' Ring- 
ftreet to their ſeveral Stations, near their reſpective Troops. 
The Second Troop of Horſe-Guards (conſiſting alſo of 200 
Gentlemen) draw up at their uſual Place of Parade in the Hay- 
market; from whence marching by St. Fames's Stables, croſs the 
Park into Petry-France, and down Tothill-ftreet, they paſs thro? 
the Gate-houſe into the Great Sanctuary, and being drawn up 
three deep, are poſted facing the Weſt-end and North-Weſt Angle

The Third Troop of Horſe- Guards parade likewiſe in the Hay- 
market, and marching thence by Vhiteball into King-ſtreet, they 
proceed thro the Market-place and the Wool-ſtaple into the Palace- 
Tard, where they are alſo drawn up three deep, and poſted oppo- 
ſite to the great North-door of Weſtminſter-Hall, being on the Right 
Wing of the Firft Troop of Grenadiers.

St. Margaret's Church. Yard, having on their Left the Company

IS Majeſty being come to Veſtmiuſter about Nine of the Clock, and 


having retired into the Court of Wards, the Nobility, and thoſe who 


formed the firſt Part of the Proceeding, being put in Order by the He- 
ralds, came down in ſolemn Proceſſion into Weſtminſter- Hall, where his Ma- 
jeſty being ſeated under his State, the Swords and Spurs were preſented to 
him, and laid upon the Table at the upper End of the Hall. fs 


Then the Dean and Prebendaries of Wef#minfer having brought the Crown 
and other Regalia, with the Bible, Chalice, and Patten, they were pre- 


ſented ſeverally to his Majeſty, and ſhortly after were, together with the 
Swords and Spurs, delivered to the Lords appointed to carry them. 
Whereupon the Proceſſion began in this Manner: The Dean's Beadle 
of Weſtminſter, the High Conſtable of Weſtminſter with his Staff, Drums, 


and Trumpets, fix Clerks in Chancery, two a-breaſt, (as all the former Part 
of the Proceeding went) Chaplains having Dignities, Aldermen of Lon-

Being enter'd the Church, and all duly ſeated and placed, the Lord 
Archbilhop of Canterbury, who perform'd this great Solemnity, began with 
the Recognition, which ended with a great Shout from each Side of the 
Theatre.

eſtabliſhed by Act of Parliament, and then took the Coronation Oath; 
which he likewile ſubſcrib'd; and in King Edward's Chair, placed in the 
Middle of the Area before the Altar, was Anointed by the Archbiſhop in 
Form of a Croſs, on the Crown of his Head, Breaſt, and Palms of his 
Hands, and preſented with the Spurs, and girt with the Sword, and veſted 


with his Purple Robes ; and having received the Ring, the Orb, and Scep- 


ters, was ſolemnly Crowned about Two of the Clock, the People expreſſing 
their Joy with loud and repeated Acclamations, the Drums beating, Trum- 
pets founding, and the great Guns being diſcharged ; whereupon his 
Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales and the Peers put ou their Coronets, 
and the Biſhops their Caps; the Dukes of Azuitain and Normandy their Hats, 
d the Kings of Arms their Coronets.

Then the Holy Bible was preſented to his Majeſty b the Archbi

The King dined at a Table at the upper End of the Hall, with his Royal 
Highneſs the Prince of Wales on his left Hand, and the Nobility and 
other Perſons of Quality were ſeated at their reſpective Tables, which were 
all ready furniſhed before their coming in; the hot Meal, or firſt Courſe, 
for his Majeſty's Table, for which Space was left, was ſerved up with the 
proper Ceremony, being preceded by the Officers, &. of the Board of 
Green-Cloth, and by the Lord High Steward, between the Lord High 
Conſtable, and the Lord Marſhal on Horſeback.
